AWARD 
A preliminary order has been passed in this case on 27th February 
1981. It is extracted below . 

" Preliminary Order 
This reference for adjudication made by the Government of Kerala as 
per G.O. (Rt.) No. 1605/77 / LBR dated 16-12-1977 is in respect of the 
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dispute between the President, Perinad Village Service Co -operative Bank 
Ltd. No. Q. 32, Perumon P.O. and the workman of the above Bank 
namely Sri R. Soman Pillai, Thundathil Vadakkathil Vecdu , Perumon , 
Perinad , Quilon relating to the dismissal of the said Sri R. Soman Pillai, 
Attender . 

2. Both sides have filed statements. The case of the management is 
that the workman in question , who was an attender under the management 
helped the former Secretary and the Accountant of the Banks to misappro 
priate funds belonging to themanagement and also that he obstructed the 
Co-operative Assistant Registrar and Inspector from doing their official duty 
in relation to the enquiry in respect of the above mentioned misappropri 
ation . It is also alleged that he attempted to manhandle one of the 
members of the Director Board of the Management. 

3. The case of the workman is one of denial of the acts alleged against 
him . It is also contended by him that the enquiry which preceded his 
dismissal was not properly conducted and that he was not given reasonable 
opportunity to examine his witnesses and to produce documents . 

4. The question whether there was a proper enquiry in respect of the 
allegations against the workman who was taken up as a preliminary issue 
the management examined MWI Sri C.B. Sanal Kumar, Advocate , 
Quilon , who conducted the enquiry and the enquiry file was marked as 
Ext. Mi. 

5. The point for decision is whether the enquiry was proper or not. 

The point . - The enquiry officer found that the charge of assisting the 
Secretary and the Accountant to commit misappropriation has not been 
established . But it was found that the workman did not obey the lawful 
orders of the Board of Directors of the Bank and that charge that attempted 
to manhandle to a board member has been proved . 2 witnesses had been 
examined before the Enquiry Officer in support of the charges. Ext. MI 
shows that after the examining of the witnesses for the management, the 
enquiry officer closed the enquiry inspite of the fact that the workman had 
filed a list of witnesses. The workman had not produced his witnesses on 
the day the enquiry started and he was not given a further opportunity to 
produce his witnesses. It is seen that he had also put in written request 
for perusal of the minutes book of themanagement-bank to enable him to 
conduct his cryss examination of the management witnesses. 

This request 
was also not allowed . Ext. Mi docs not show that in the notice issued to 
the workman informing him of the date and time of enquiry, it had been 
stated that his witnesses should also be produced on the date fixed . That 
being so it would have been only reasonable to grant him an adjournment. 
to produce his witnesses whose names he had furnished on the date of the 
enquiry. In my opinion the workman has not been given reasonable 
opportunity to defend himself against the charges. This fact vitiates the 
enquiry and the findings arrived at by the enquiry officer. In my opinion 
the enquiry not having been in properly conducted the dismissal of the 
workman cannot be sustained on the basis of the findings of the enquiry 
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officer. However the management is entitled to lead evidence in support 
of the action taken against the workman . For this purpose the case is 
posted to 9-3-1981." 

Though the Management was given an opportunity to adduce evidence 
in support of the dismissal order, no evidence was adduced though the 
case was repeatedly adjourned at the instance of the management for 
adducing evidence. 

Since there is no evidence in support of the order of dismissal the only 
course open to me is to set aside the order of dismissal and to direct the 
management to reinstate the workman with back wages and other 
attendant benefits. 

In the result, I pass an award setting aside the order of dismissal passed 
by the management and directing the management to reinstate Sri 
R. Soman Pillai in service with back wages and other attendant benefits . 

This award will come into force 30 days after publication of the same 
in the Official Gazette .

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AWARD 
The issue referred for adjudication by Government as per G.O. (Rt.) 
No. 1482 /77 /LBR dated 26-11-1977 is Dismissal of Sci Bhaskaran , No. 912, 
Worker, Pasuinallay Estate , Vandiperiyar." The dismissal was after 
a domestic enquiry . The validity of the domestic enquiry was tried by me 
as a preliminary issue. I pronounced my order on that aspect on 2-7-1981. 
Facts have been narrated in detail in that order . Therefore I shall here 
extract that order in full: 

" ORDER 
Shri Bhaskaran , a worker of the Pasumallay Estate Factory was 
dismissed by the Management alleging that he committed theft of tea from 
the factory in the early hours of 9-12-1976 . The correctness of that 
dismissal is being challenged by the Union . 

2. The Union in its claim statement pleads that Shri Bhaskaran , one 
of its active workers, was dismissed by the Management in order to victimise 
him on account of the Union activities without any reasonable basis. Shri 
Bhaskaran was innocent, according to the Union , and the case was foisted , 
on him with ulteriormotives. He was not given an opportunity to defend 
himself. So the dismissal is not sustainable . Reinstatement with all 
benefits is what is claimed . 

3. The Management in its written statement while denying the alle 
gation of victimisation contends that Shri Bhaskaran was really guilty of the 
misconduct of theft of two kilograms of tea from the estate factory . The 
misconduct was proved in a domestic enquiry held by the Management. 
Shri Bhaskaran who had notice of the domestic enquiry did not participate 
in it. So the enquiry had to be held ex-parte. Sufficient opportunity was 
given to Shri Bhaskaran to defend himself . He purposely abstained from 
the enquiry. There wasacceptable evidence at the enquiry to hold that the 
misconduct is proved . It was on the basis of the evidence that the Enquiry 
Officer rendered the finding of guilt, which was accepted to effect the 
punishment. 

4. The Union in its rejoinder repeats the claim and refules the 
contentions of the Management. 

5 . In view of the rival contentions regarding the validity or otherwise 
of the domestic enquiry it became necessary to try the acceptability or 
otherwise of the domestic enquiry as a preliminary issue . The manager who 
conducted the domestic enquiry was examined as MWI. He has proved 
Ext. Mi 

as the file relating to the enquiry against Shri Bhaskaran . Ext. 
MI (a ) is the findings given by MWI. 

6. The allegation of victimisation on account of Union activities is seen 
raised for the first time in the pleadings before this Court. This is a case 
where the memo of charges was served on the workman and he was given 
an opportunity to submit his explanations. The explanation submitted by 
him is contained in Ext. MI. There he had no case that the Management 
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is victimising him On the other hand the trend of the defence in the 
explanation is that a case was foisted on him by his fellow workers. There is 
nothing on record to sin vw thit the Munayement had any special grudge 
against this workınan . There is also nothing to show that this workman is 
an enthusiastic unionist and theManagement is on that score trying to get 
rid of him . So the theory of victimisation has to be discarded . 

7 . It is seen from the relevant records contained in Ext. Ml that the 
enquiry was first posted to 29-12-1976 . The workman applied to the 
Management on 27-12-1976 for an adjournment of the enquiry . He also 
wanted an office bearer of the Union as an observer at the enquiry . The 
Management adjourned the enquiry to 10-1-1977 . The workman was 
permitted to have a co-worker asob crver. But he did not app ar on that 
day. There was no application also . Even then the Management did not 
choose to proceed ex-parte. The enquiry was a ljournd suo moto to 
22-1-1977 and a notice issued on that matter . It was spöcifically mentioned 
therein that the enquiry will definitely be conducted on the 22nd even if the 
workman did not turn up. On the 22nd the workman applied again . 
That was rejected . The workman was not present. So the enquiry was 
proceeded in his absence ex parte . 

8. The argument of the Union is that the workman was denied a 
legitimate opportunity to defend himielf . Even now it is not even suggested 
as to what exactly was the reason for the workman s failure to appear on 
22-1-1977 . It is true that the application for time is not produced . MWI 
has stated that there was no proper application for time on 22-1-1977 and 
that there was only an informal chit sent through somebody stating that the 
workman has to go elsewhere . The workman did not care to adduce 
evidence before me that he had alleged some other genuine reason for his 
absence on 22-1-1977 . The ploadings do not indicate any genuine ground 
for adjournment on the crucial date . In the estate of affairs the evidence of 
MWIthat no genuine grounds were stated has to be accepted . The reason 
for the non-product.on of the slip containing the request for time is also 
stated by MWI. He says that the slip was sent back to the workman 
through the messenger with a note in it that time is not granted and the 
enquiry is being proceeded . As already mentioned the Management is seen 
to have adjourned the enquiry suo moto on a prior occasion . The workman 
was warned sufficiently early that the enquiry will not be further adjourned 
from 22-1-1977. Even then he did not care to appear. In the absence of 
evidence to show that the workman was prevented on account of reasons 
beyond his control from appearing at the enquiry on 22-1-1977 it has to be 
said that he purposely abstained from the enquiry. He cannot, therefore, 
now complain that he was not given a fair chance to be present at the 
enquiry to defend himself. The worker has to thank himself for the 
situation in which he is placed now . The Management cannot be blamed 
in the aforementioned circumstances for conducting the ex parte enquiry , 
The procedure adopted by the Enquiry Officer was correct. 
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9 . The workman has a further case that the evidence at the enquiry 
is insufficient to sustain the finding of guilt and that way the findings are 
perverse. But the records show that this criticism is without any force . 
The Management s case that Shri Bhaskaran had concealed about two 
kilograms of tea in a particular spot in the factory and later attempted to 
"remove it is established beyond any doubt by the available evidence. Shri 
Bhaskaran himself was the Watchman on duty in the factory for the shift 
ending in the midnight of 8th and 9th of December 1976. The 2nd 
witness at the enquiry was the Watchman during the next shift . This 
Watchman had given evidence that Shri Bhaskaran was lingering in the 
Factory premises after the close of his work in the midnight for sometime 
and that he left thereafter for his residence in the estate cooli lines and that 
by about 2 o Clock in the morning he (the witness ) saw someone attempting 
to remove something from near the wall of the factory and it was found out 
that Shri Bhaskaran was the person involved and that when he attempted to 
apprehend Shri haskaran in the company of witness Nos. 3 and 4 Shri 
Bhaskaran took to his heals and escaped leaving the blanket that was used 
for covering himself and a basket containing made tea weighing about two 
kilograms. He further sw that himself and the two other witnesses gave a 
close chasc to Shri Bhaskaran but could not succeed in apprehending him 
as he entered his line room and closed the door behind . Witness Nos . 3 
and 4 have given identical versions. The matter was reported immediately 
to the Tea Maker . The Tea Maker has given evidence regarding that 
aspect as the first witness at the enquiry. Tea Maker had questioned Shri 
Bhaskaran the same night. All these facts are revealed in the enquiry. No 
reasons whatsoever are even suggested as to why the co -workers of Shri 
Bhaskaran should give a false version against him . The evidence available 
at the enquiry is sufficient enough to come to the conclusion reached by the 
Enquiry Officer. That conclusion cannot be termed as perverse . 

10. There is yet another argument for theworkman and that is that the 
Manager himself acted as the Enquiry Officer as well as the punishing 
authority . It was the Manager who initiated the disciplinary proceedings. 
He himself conducted the enquiry and inflicted the sentence of dismissal. 
This , according to the Union , is highly irregular . But we have to 
remember that the very concept of domestic enquiry implies an internal 
affair. That being the case there is no prohibition in the Manager himself 
initiating disciplinary proceedings, conducting domestic enquiry and award 
ing sentence. 

11. From what has been stated above it follows and I find that the 
enquiry was properly conducted in accordance with the principles of natural 
Justice. I also find that the verdict of guilt given by the Enquiry Officer 
in Ext. MI (a ) is correct" 

II. Now that it is found that there 
enquiry and that the findings are correct we need only see as to whether 

was a proper and valid domestic 
the workman is entitled to any reliefs as per Sec. 11 - A ofthe Industrial 
Disputes Act. This is a case where theft had been committed . That 
circumstance alone is sufficient, according to the Management, to sustain the 
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extreme penalty . But according to the Union the subjectmatter of the theft 
is a small quantity of tea and the workman against whom no bad anteced 
ents are attributed should not be subjected to the maximum penalty . 
Reinstatement is , therefore, claimed . 

III. The quantity of tea involved is two kilograms. It is negligible 
when compared to the large quantity produced every day in the factory 
It is not a case of theft of larger volume which is 

also possible 
if the intention was to commit a serious crime. In these state of affairs the 
extreme penalty of dismissal cannot be justified. But the employee who has 
the tendency to commit theft cannot be reinstated also . The proper 
punishment, according to me, is to have a discharge instead of dismissal. 

IV . In the result an award is passed converting the dismissal of 
Shri Bhaskaran into one of discharge. The Management will pay him the 
benefits although he had been discharged instead of the dismissal, the 
effective date being the date on which the dismissal was intended to take 
cffect.

1 Denial of employment to the workman involved is the issue 
referred by Government as per G. O. (Rt.) No. 658 /81/LBR dated 20-5-1981 
for adjudication .

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AWARD 
1. This industrial dispute between the above parties regarding the 
dismissal of Smt. A. Seshi from service was referred to this court for 
adjudication as per G. O. Rt. No. 789/78 / L & H dated 9-5-1978 . The 
case was taken on filc and notices issued to both parties. They entered 
appearance and filed statements . 

2 . The workman in her statement contends that she was employed as 
an attender under the management in April 1973. While so the manage 
ment issued a notice on 3-9-1975 requiring her to show cause why discipli. 
nary action should not be taken against her for gross indiscipline and 
neglect of duty alleged to have been committed by her. The discipline 
alleged is that the workman refused to clean the hospital roomsand 
questioned the medical officer in the presence of others and left her duty on 
27-8-1975 without permission . She was suspended fron service pending 
enquiry . In the explanation submitted by her she stated that as an attender 
she is not expected to wash and clean the latrine and that till then she was 
not doing that work and none had tillthen directed her to do that work . When 
the matter was explained to the doctor he got wild and abused her on 
18-12-1975 . A copy of the proceedings of the sub -committee was served on the 
workman levelling six charges and requiring her to submit her explanation 
which she did on 5-7-1976 , denying the charges.On 28-1-1977 the president 
of the management sent a communication that the workman committed gross 
indiscipline and dereliction of duty and that it is resolved to remove her 
from service from the date of suspension . The termination of service is 
illegal and opposed to the principles of natural justice. The order of the 
sub -committee was without conducting any enquiry . Hence she prays 
that she may be in reinstated . 

3 . Themanagement in its written statement contends that the service 
of the workman was terminated on valid and legal grounds. Her indiscipline 
and neglect of duty had been proved . It is not correct to say that she was 
not doing washing and cleaning of latrine. She was not an attender alone. 
It is her duty to clean the premises of the hospital and keep it tidy . The 
workman had refused to obey the official direction of her superior. Her 
indecent and adament behaviour with the doctor on duty caused injury to 
the fair name of the society . As the explanation filed to the show 

cause 
notice was found unsatisfactory domestic enquiry was conducted in which 
the charges levelled against the workman had been found proved beyond 
doubt. The workman was not prepared to join duty as directed by the 
management. The workman is not entitled to reinstatement. 

4. The workman filed a rejoinder contending that she was appointed 
as an attender and is expected to discharge the duties of an attender alone. 
She denies that she is guilty of any in decent behaviour or dis -obedience to 
official direction . In other paragraph she challenges the validity of the 
domestic enquiry . 

5 . The issue that arises for consideration is whether the dismissal of 
Smt. A Sheshi from service is proper and justifiable. 
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6. Issue : The workman was the attender under the management , 
exhibit MI is the report filed by the medical officer that he directed the 
workman to clean the rooms and keep the same ncat, that the workman 
refused to comply with the dircetion and questioned his authority 
directed her to keep the hospital neat, that the same was done in the 
presence of the other members of the staff and that thereafter she left the 
hospital and did not attend to her duties in the afternoon . Exhibit 
M2 is the order of suspension pending enquiry. Exhibit M3 is the charge 
sheet contained as many as six charges. Exhibit M 4 is the explanation 
of the workman denying the charges and stating that what she refused to 
do is only the cleaning of the latrines which is not her duty . She denied 
that she questioned the authority of the medical officer . She stated that 
she had submitted a leave application on 28-7-1975 and left the hospital 
after informing the doctor. She admitted her absence from duty from 
1-4-1975 to 6-4-1975 and stated that regarding that incident she was 
pardoned and was permitted to join duty again . She more or less 
admitted charge No. 6 , but would contend that she had requested for 
pardon of the doctor and the midwife and that incident was closed long 
back . It is the case of 

the management that a domestic enquiry was 
conducted into the charges levelled against the workman and that the 
charges were proved at the enquiry. Exhibit MII is the proceedings 
recommending the dismissal of the workman from service. Exhibit M 13 
is the proceedings of the President removing the workman from service . 

7. The validity of the domestic enquiry on the basis of which the 
workman was removed from service was considered as a preliminary issue . 
and as per the order dated 6-8-1980 . It was found that the domestic 
enquiry conducted is not proper, valid and inconformity with the princi 
ples of natural justice. There after the management was given an oppor 
tunity to lead evidence in proof of the charges. but the management did 
not do so . 

8. The learned counsel for the management contended that in exhibit 
M 4 explanation the workman admitted the charges and as such the charges 
must be held as proved. A reading of exhibit M 4 shows that the admis 
sion if any in exhibit M 4 is not an unqualified one. The management 
itself did not treat the explanation as amounting to an admission of the 
charges and proceed on that basis . On the other hand the case of the 
management is that since the explanation was unsatisfactory a domestic 
enquiry was 

conducted . The same itself shows that the admission 
stated as made in exhibit M4 was not accepted and acted upon by the 
management. Since exhibit M4 does not contain an unqualified admission 
and since the management itself did not accept the same, it is not permis 
sible to place reliance on exhibit M4 in proof of the charges . Since the 
management did not lead any evidence in proof of the charges. It cannot 
be said that the charges have been proved . In view of the above circum 
stances the dismissal of the workman from service cannot be upheld as 
valid and justifiable. 


9. In view of ny above finding the workman is entitled to reinstate 
ment with backwages, continuity of service and other benefits. The issue 
is found accordingly . 

10. In view ofmy above finding I pass the award holding that the 
workman is entitled to reinstatement with backwages, continuity of service 
and other benefits . 

11. This award will come into force on the expiry of 30 days of its 
publication in the official gazette .
